American prisoners of war, and has decided to arrange for shipment of gifts 
from the families of prisoners so that they "will arrive for Christinas in the 
prison camps. 


If the families of American prisoners of war confined in German and 


Austrian prison camps desire to send to them a special parcel for Christmas, 
lie American Reel Cross has made the following regulations for forwarding 
suchc .parcels. 


Packages must not weigh more than eleven pounds and may be sent ad- 


dressed to the prisoner at the camp where he is confined as follows: 


(Private) John Smith (1st Infantry) 
American Prisoner of War, 
Kriegsgefaagenenlager, 
(Name of Camp) ( Name of Province) 
Germany (or-Austria) 


This parcel should have an outer wrapping addressed as follows.

In tie upper left hand corner "Christmas Package for American Prisoner 


of War from" (give 'name and address of sender). 


Upon receipt in New York, packages will be forwarded, free of charge 


to the sender, to the American Red Cross Commissioner at Berne, Switzer- 
land, and from there distributed to the prisoners. 


Ouiy one package may be sent to each prisoner, aud preference will be 


given to packages sent by the family a! the prisoner. Others ilesfriut; to send 
packages should first consult Hie funiil.v. As the postal regulations permit the

offer will necessarily omit any package which they intended sending in the 
month of December, but of course are not restricted from sending a pack- 
age any other month.
